G. 
Blaine, 
the 
Republican “plumed 
knight,” came nearest to their reali­ 
zation in 1884, when he secured the 
nomination of his party, only to have 
the possibility of his election shat­ 
tered during the latter days of the 
canvass by an unfortunate roorback 
that had nothing to do with the actual 
issues or personalities of tiie cam­ 
paign. 
Blaine in 18S4 won Ids nomination 
against 
a 
protest movement within 
the party, headed by such men as 
Henry Cabot Bodge, young Theodore 
Roosevelt, Carl Schurz and a number 
of the lattcr’s associates who had fig­ 
ured in I be Liberal Republicans’ holt 
of 1872 that carried Horace Greeley 
to defeat. 
The 
New 
York 
Sun 
called 
this 
group “Mugwumps," pretending the 
name to be of Indian origin, meaning 
“swell-heads." 
Mugwump 
opposition 
was unavailing in depriving Blaine of 
the nomination, which he won on tlie 
fourth ballot 
in 
the convention at 
Chicago, at which Blaine helmets and 
Blaine roosters were much 
in evi­ 
dence. 
Grover Cleveland, New York reform 
governor, was the Democratic choice. 
There 
was 
little difference In 
the 
availability of tlie two candidates, or 
In the two platforms. 
Lacking better 
issues, unscrupulous campaign man­ 
agers descended to exploitation of 
personal 
scandals which 
made 
the 
canvass the most scurrilous in Ameri­ 
can history. 
A single irregular episode In Cleve­ 
land's youth was exaggerated and dis 
torted to make him appear an habit­ 
ual profligate. When Cleveland’s man 
agors first were confronted with this 
scandal 
and 
asked 
their 
candidate 
how they should treat it, lie answered 
with 
characteristic 
st nil gh forward­ 
ness, "Tell the truth." 
Blaine co-operated In the dissemi­ 
nation of this scandal. 
Soon Cleve­ 
land had the opportunity to besmirch 
Ids opponent in much the same man 
nor. 
But when a tale-bearer brought 
him 
the 
evidence 
against 
Blaine. 
Cleveland paid the man off and de 
stroyed the papers. 
Then n less scrupulous Indiana edi­ 
tor got hold of the ugly report, which 
reflected unjustly on the family life 
of Mr. and Mrs. Blaine, and published 
the details. 
The affair soon became 
gossip of the stump, which could not 
he ended even by a frank explanation 
that Blaine felt constrained to Issue. 
The "plumed knight" was ferocious­ 
ly carictured by Democratic cartoon­ 
ists as the “tattooed man.” covered 
with reminders of certain acts in his 
public 
life 
which 
his 
opponents 
deemed discreditable. 
These cartoons 
deeply stung the sensibilities of the 
nominee, hardened as lie had become 
to criticism by political foemen dur­ 
ing his long career In congress. 
It was during the closing days of 
the campaign that the really decisive 
slip was made which probably cost 
the Republicans the election. A clergy­ 
man, Reverend Doctor Burchard, m ak­ 
ing a speech in Blaine’s presence on 
the same platform, referred to the 
Democrats ¡is the party of “ rum. Ro­ 
manism and rebellion." 
Probably no brief bit of alliteration 
was ever more disastrous politically. 
The unhappy phrase slipped Blaine's 
attention at the time so that he did 
not at once refute £ Before he could 
issue a condemnation it appeared In 
print nnd the damage had been done. 
The 
i»lirase 
was 
broadcast 
by 
the 
Democratic press throughout the na­ 
tion, frequently being falsely put Into 
the lips of Blaine himself. 
The incident cost 
him practically 
the entire vote of the Irish, who pre­ 
viously had been Ids strong support­ 
ers. 
The extreme closeness of the 
vote, with Irish precincts in New York 
going for Cleveland, showed that this 
stupid and fanutical phrase probably 
was what turned the tide in the elec­ 
tion. 
Excitement ran high as the returns 
came in. 
Mobs filled the streets. Vio­ 
lence was threatened in a number of 
cities. Bodies of excited men marched 
up and down as they had done at the 
beginning of the Civil war. 
A mob 
threatening to hang Jay Gould de­ 
scended on liis office in New York 
city, when they suspected that through 
his control 
of the chief telegraph 
i company of the nation he was jug­ 
gling 
election 
returns in 
favor of 
Blaine. 
Fearing for ids life, Gouid 
summoned 
police 
protection, 
then 
from some inner hiding place dis­ 
patched a message to Cleveland tell­ 
ing him he had been elected and ef­ 
fusively congratulating him. 
Blaine, with a composure that did 
not betray his own disappointment, 
announced the result to a crestfallen 
crowd of ids friends and neighbors 
from the door of his home at Augus­ 
ta, Maine.

T 
HE 
long 
and 
vainly 
cherished 
Presidential ambitions of James 
Cl. Blaine, the 
Republican ‘‘plumed 
knight,” came nearest to their reali­ 
sation In 1884, when he secured the 
nomination of Ids party, only to have 
the possibility of bis election shat­ 
tered during the latter days of the 
canvass by an unfortunate roorback 
that had nothing to do with the actual 
Issues or personalities of the cam­ 
paign. 
Blaine In 18.84 won his nomination 
against a protest movement within 
thu party, headed by such men as 
Henry Cabot Lodge, young Theodore 
Roosevelt, Carl Schurz and a number 
of tho batter's associates who had fig 
ured In the Liberal Republicans' bolt 
of 1872 that carried Horace Greeley 
to defeat. 
The 
New 
York 
Sun 
called 
this 
group “Mugwumps,” pretending the 
name to he of Indian origin, meaning 
“swell-heads." 
Mugwump 
opixiflltlon. 
was unavailing In depriving Blaine of 
the nomination, which he won on the 
fourth ballot In the convention at 
Chicago, at which Blaine helmets and 
Blaine roosters were much in evi­ 
dence. 
Grover Cleveland, New York reform 
governor, was the Democratic choice. 
There was little difference In 
the 
availability of the two candidates, or 
In tiie two platforms. 
Lacking better 
Issues, unscrupulous campaign man­ 
agers descended to exploitation of 
personal scandals which made the 
canvass the most scurrilous In Atnerl 
can history. 
A single Irregular episode In Cleve­ 
land’s youth was exaggerated and dls 
torted to make him appear tin habit­ 
ual profligate. When Cleveland’s man 
agers first were confronted with this 
scandal 
und asked their candidate 
how they should trent it, lie answered 
with 
characteristic 
straighforward- 
ness, “Tell the truth.” 
Blaine co-operated In the dissemi­ 
nation of this scandal. 
Soon Cleve­ 
land had the opportunity to besmirch 
Ids opponent in much tiie same man 
ner. 
But when a tale-bearer brought 
film 
tiie 
evidence 
against 
Blaine. 
Cleveland paid the man off and de 
stroyed the papers. 
Then a less scrupulous Indiana edi 
tor got hold of the ugly report, which 
reflected unjustly on the family life 
of Mr. and Mrs. Blaine, and published 
the details. 
Tiie affair soon became 
gossip of the stump, which could not 
be ended even by a frank explanation 
that Blaine felt constrained to issue. 
The ‘‘plumed knight” was ferocious­ 
ly carlctured by Democratic cartoon­ 
ists as the “tattooed man." covered 
w it It reminders of certain acts In his 
public 
life 
which 
Ids 
opponents 
deemed discreditable. 
These cartoons 
deeply stung the sensibilities of the 
nominee, hardened as he had become 
to criticism by political foemen dur­ 
ing ids long career In congress. 
It was during the closing days of 
the campaign that the really decisive 
slip was made which probably cost 
tlie Republicans the election. A clergy­ 
man, Reverend Doctor Kurchnrd, mak­ 
ing a speech In Blaine’s presence on 
the same platform, referred to the 
Democrats as the party of “rum. Ro­ 
manism and rebellion.” 
Probably no brief bit of alliteration 
was ever more disastrous politically. 
The unhappy phrase slipped Blaine’s 
attention nt the time so that he did 
not at once refute £ Before he could 
Issue a condemnation it appeared Id 
print and the damage had been done 
The phrase 
was broadcast 
by 
the 
Democratic press throughout tiie na­ 
tion, frequently being falsely put Into 
tiie lips of Blaine himself. 
The Incident cost him practically 
the entire vote of tiie Irish, who pre­ 
viously had been his strong support­ 
ers. 
The extreme closeness of the 
vote, with Irish precincts in New York 
going for Cleveland, showed that this 
stupid and fanatical phrase probably 
was what turned the tide In the elec- 


i tlon. 
Excitement ran high as the returns 
i came in. 
Mobs filled the streets. Vio- 
j lence was threatened In a number of 
cities. Bodies of excited men marched 
up and down as they had done at the 
beginning of the Civil war. 
A mob 
threatening to hang Jay Gould de­ 
scended on Ids office in New York 
; city, when they suspected that through 
his control of the chief telegraph 
1 company of the nation he w’as Jug- 
! gling election 
returns In 
favor of 


j Blaine. 
Fearing for his life, Gould 
summoned 
police 
protection, 
then 
from some inner hiding place dis­ 
patched a message to Cleveland tell­ 
ing him he had been elected and ef­ 
fusively congratulating him. 
Blaine, with a composure that did 
not betray his own disappointment, 
announced the result to a crestfallen 
crowd of his friends and neighbor« 
from the door of his home at Augus­ 
ta, Maine.
